Our leading citizens are being 
caught red-handed again. Now 
comes the United States consul 
general at the City of Mexico, Ed¬ 
ward M. Conley, and warns the peo¬ 
ple of the United States against 
some of the Mexican mining com¬ 
pany advertisements with which 
the newspapers of the country arc 
says: 

To illustrate the methods of fake 
mining companies, 1 know of one com* 
pany, claiming Milwaukee as its head- 
‘I u *rt* r *» which has recently been ad¬ 
vertising extensively its stock in a mine 
in Mexico. 1 happen to know that this 
company does not hold titles to a foot 
of land t»r a dollar's worth of property 
in Mexico. It hold* some denouncements 
of mining claims in the state of Michi¬ 
gan, but does not yet hold title to these 
claims. Kven if it did hold title they 
are mere prospects upon which absolute¬ 
ly no development work has been done. 
Yet thfrcompany, styling itself with ths 
name of the mine it is advertising, 
claims that the mine is fully developed, 
is in actual operation, and is about to 
pay large dividends. It offers to sell 
stock to investors at ridiculously Ipw 
prices and states that it holds in re¬ 
serve fire other developed mines for the 
protection of its stockholders. It ofTers 
to send samples of its ore to any pros¬ 
pective purchaser of stock, when jt is 
known that not an ounce of ore of* any 
kind has ever been taken from * the 
claims. As a climax of "nerve,” it ofTers 
to pay the expenses of a trip to Mexico 
to any prospective purchaser of n cer¬ 
tain large amount of stock, for the pur¬ 
pose of allowing the purchaser to visit 
the mine and satisfy himself that it is 
bona fide. It publishes pictures of an¬ 
other large and rich mine, showing 
buildings, machinery, etc., labeling them 
with its own name. The advertisements 
are so constructed ns to be misleading 
to an uninformed person and no doubt 
many will be induced to invest upon a 
mere statement of some person wholly 
unknown to them that it is a safe in¬ 
vestment. .Kftr some reason the offers 
to send persons to Mexico free of ex¬ 
pense’ to investigate this and similar 
properties are never made use of. If 
they were this wnrnihg would have no 
purpose. If the investors would only 
force the companies to prove their 
statements, as they offer to do in their 
advertisements, they would probably 
not be investors. r 

The sharpness of the struggle for 
existence forces men. who would 
otherwise have to go to work for a 
living, to exploit all sorts of swind¬ 
les for the purpose of fleecing a liv¬ 
ing out of the unsuspecting. They 
leave a train of r<ii*ery,\insanity anil 
self-murder in their wake, and so 
long ns they succeed, move in our 
“leading” society and are pointed to 
ns specimms of “self-made men.”

That such a company can 
flourish gives us a good estimate of 
the small dealers and their struggle- 
to compete with larger concerns and 
still make a profit. The dominant 
note in the capitalist system is the 
word “cheat” The system corrupts 
a large class of those In business,

A telegram which Roosevelt's 
new secretary of the navy, Paul 
Morton, received from one of the 
men working under his instructions 
while vice president of the Santa 
Fe road, has been made mublic and 
practically lavs the credit for the 
declaration of martial law in Colo¬ 
rado at the door of Morton.

The “reformation’’ of the Dcmncratis 
party would perhaps have been in the region of possibility if the Altgeld 
faction had been properlv organized and represented after his death.

Soeialistie program, such as Altgeld represented, and here was just the 
danger, tlir.i They would have been gained by the Democratic party and 
then betrayed. For the South would have ruled Congress, and from 
the South nothing socialistic or progressive is to be hoped. But Alt- 
gold died, and Jlearst is indeed too much of a “fake” to set tlie work¬ 
ingmen in motion. And Clarence Harrow is simply his—attorney. 

The “Young Democracy” is therefore a thing of the past. The 
southern politicians want offires, and from whose hands is indifferent to 
them. Since Bryan could not give these, they renew the old combina¬ 
tion- witli tlie East. Therefore the trust gentlemen of New York were 
in a position to dictate platform and candidates. Thus we Mow: have 
again two “conservative parties,” between which no difference can be 
discerned with the naked eye. and both of which are absolutely domin¬ 
ated by the trusts. As a matter of professional |sditics, however, the 
new combination may noi be a bad speculation. The wealthy and 
respectable Democrats, of the Whi'nev and lirover t'leveland type, who 
turned their hark on the party under Bryan’s rule, now most prob¬ 
ably will join it again. It will gain jnsiple wit.lt money, and so will 
have a full campaign barrel. Mr. Belmont, the New York banker, is 
its financial backer, and he can surely get enough funds in Wall Street 
and vicinity to make the conservative Democrats “flush.” Ijiiite a 
number of Republican Trust magnates, for whom Roosevelt is not "’safe” 
enough, may also go over to the Democratic ramp, ln auv case the 
capitalists may be satisfied, which ever party triumphs. I’lie night¬ 
mare of a Populistic and hulf-Socialistic "revolution” which 
threatened them, has now vanished. American politics has returned to 
the old rut. 

The nominations made in St. Louis are characteristic. Alton 
Parker, the candidate of the corrupt Hill machine, nn ex-corporation 
attorney and now a representative of the corporations on the'supreme 
bench of the State of New York, was nominated on tlie first ballot.

Only Elkins is a Republican and the man who managed the first Harri¬ 
son campaign and secured the doubtful state of Indiana by dividing 
Indianapolis into “blocks of five” and buying all the votes that could 
he bought. There will be more money and mure of the old campaign 
methods in the Democratic party than there"has been'for year’s. t 

The Hobson incident was als» ebaracteristic. Captain Richmond 
P. Holison, the “hero” of the Merrimae. and of many kisses, made a 
speech in which he said: “Tell me what president has even been brave 
enough to enforce the law against a labor union violator? It was a 
Democratic president.” And this praise of Cleveland for invading a 
sovereign state, despite the protest of its Governor, in order to aid capi¬ 
tal against labor was cheered to the echo in tiiis national gathering of 
Democrats with whom “state rights” are supposed to lie inviolable. 
Even sonic Democratic organs are deeply concerned almut “the show¬ 
ing this made to the working class of the country.” 

And we like this showing. The sooner the workingmen of this 
country learn “where they are at” with the Democratic party, the 
better. And there arc many voters outside of/the proletarians who 
cannot be content with present conditions.- and must look around for 
another party which will take into consideration their troubles and 
their aspirations. Tlie People's Party has vanished. The “Young 
Democracy” has followed after. The Social-Democratic party now re¬ 
mains as their only hope.

not vet qnitc reached the length of 
employing the force* of the State to 
de[>ort law-abiding citizen* gnilty'of 
no other offense than that of belong¬ 
ing to a Trade* Union, but the suf¬ 
ferings endured' end still being en¬ 
dured bv the miners of Oadeby and 
Denabv Main in Yorkshire come 
perilously near the Colorado stand¬ 
ard.

They claim to eny 
under what conditions the wage- 
earner shall be allowed to live. And 
yet in America, as in Great Britain, 
the remedy is simple. The mine 
owners in both oases are powerful, 
because the working people of both 
countries elect the class to which the 
mine owners belong to make and ad¬ 
minister the laws The effect of the 
Cripple Creek affair on the Ameri¬ 
can electorate should be seen in the 
vote given to the Socialist candidates 
for the Presidency and Vice-Presi¬ 
dency at the coming Presidential 
election.

the nearest tree. Cripple Creek is 
now a huge armed camp under mar¬ 
tial-law. Blacklegs, mostly foreign- 
crsrSrc being imported to work the 
mines, and all appearance even of 
liberty has been discarded. 

This week a further paragraph 
has been obscurely, appearing in a 
number of our own papers. The 
mine owners have now declared that 
not only are Union men to be re¬ 
fused the right to work, but are not 
even to be allowed to live in the 
State of Colorado. 

The Miners’ Union expresses 
greet indignation at this high-hand¬ 
ed proceeding, and have telegraphed 
an appeal to President. lioosevelt. 
An incident of this kind happening 
in Russia would exdito no comment; 
it is there a matter of common, al¬ 
most every-day, occurrence, but com¬ 
ing from America it carries a very 
different meaning. It was in Amer¬ 
ica that tlie legal fight against 
Trades Unionism was first success¬ 
fully put into effect, although it has 
since been bettered and improved 
upon by the Taff Vale and other de¬ 
cisions in this country. We have 
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named Robertson. That gentleman 
was to have assumed office the other 
day, and on doing so a deputation 
from thrtnine owners, consisting of 
a party of%nned men, waited upon 
Robertson, and called upon him to 
resign. I will quote the telegraphic 
dispatch which, describing the inci¬ 
dent, appeared in the papers of -this 
country: “Large bodies of men arc 
now patrolling Cripple Creek, and 
the surrounding district, ostensibly 
under the orders of. Mr. Edward 
Bell, the new sheriff, who is himself 
a large owner of property, and a bit¬ 
ter opponent of the Miners' Union. 
Sheriff Robertson was ordered to re¬ 
sign and refused to, do so, where¬ 
upon a coil of rope was thrown at 
his feet. This gentle hint was suffi¬ 
cient for the sheriff, who there and 
then signed the form of the mine 
owners' inuouneement • that all 
Unionist miners must be expelled 
from the district.” The meaning of 
the gentle hint mentioned in the 
foregoing quotation is only too ob¬ 
vious. Had Robertson refused to re¬ 
sign he would have swung at the 
end of the rope from n branch of 


following, the mine owners ran a 
ticket of their own and, largely by 
the aid of. the miners’ rote'itself,' 
they returned their men and ousted 
Gorcrnor Waite from office, and 
since then have been in power in the 
State. Now for the sequel. 

Six months ago the miners were 
informed that they could only re¬ 
tain employment in the mines by- 
leaving their union, and on their re¬ 
fusing to comply with this, they 
were locked out. The first act of 
the mine owners, acting, of course, 
through the authorities, was t» call 
out the State Militia, and then la¬ 
gan a aeries of outrages, which it 
would be hard to parallel in the most 
autocratic Slate iu Europe. Dis¬ 
tricts were marked off, and the min¬ 
ers confined within these under pain 
of living imprisoned. The shooting 
of Union men under van-ms excuses 
has since then been a regular oc¬ 
currence, and now it loot- a.- if the 
crisis had been reached. At the elec¬ 
tions in the fall of last year the 
miners succeeded in returning some 
of their own candidates, including 
the sheriff of the county. a man 
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Nine years ago when I was in 
America- I met Governor Waite of 
Colorado. He was a vigorous old 
man, and was at that time being de¬ 
nounced from one end of the States 
to another as a rebel, Anarchist, and 
* good deal else besides. It appears 
there had been a strike of miner* at 
Cripple Creek, and the mine owners 
had applied to Waite for the State 
Jfilitia to “maintain order.” He re¬ 
fused the application, holding the 
mines were not in danger, whereup¬ 
on the mine owners applied to Pres¬ 
ident Cleveland, who was then in of¬ 
fice, for the United States troops to 
he sent, a request immediately com¬ 
plied with. Governor Waite'a reply 
to this was to pall ont the State Mil¬ 
itia, ann every miner in Cripple 
Creek -i-n a rifle and ammunition, 
and this done, he wired Cleveland 
that he Was ready to receive the 
State troops on tlieir arrival! Need¬ 
less to add, the troops did not ar¬ 
rive, but the incident created a tre¬ 
mendous sensation. The election

Not one of these demand* is un¬ 
reasonable. Everyone is praise¬ 
worthy*. Nearly all have already 
been adopted ill this country. The 
only practical means of securing 
shade trees hi streets is through city 
supervision. It is as reasonable to 
ask for a labor temple for the eleva¬ 
tion--of mankind as for an armory 
for the trailing of men to keep the- 
public peace. A general raise in the 
salaries of public school teachers is 
an imperative need. 

.What, then, is theie objectionable 
about this platform? The principal 
objection seems to he the word So¬ 
cialism, which has the same effect 
on some people that a red rag has 
on a vicious bull.—Duluth News. 


THE STATEMENT OF AN EXILE 


WE ARE NOT UNREASONABLE 


“Having been compelled to leave 
my homo and business in Telluride I 
will give the public a statement of 
fact* in mv case. I am secretary of 
the People's Supply Company, do¬ 
ing a general merchandise business 
in the city of Telluride. On June 3 
I was notified by Captain Bulkeley 
Wells that I must leave on June 7. 
Several of my friends went to Mr. 
Wells and protested. I hod a talk 
with him also and told him I was 
gping to Denver on the 15th, hut in¬ 
tended to return by July 1. He said 
that would be all right. On the 1 oth 
martial law was declared off in San 
Miguel county. When I had trans¬ 
acted my business in Denver I made 
up mv mind to return home, ns I 
thought civil rights would he re¬ 
spected once more. Before I left I 
called upon Acting Governor Hag- 
gntt and stated my case. He assured 
me that I could go home nnd there 
would be no interference. I ar¬ 
rived in Telluride on the night of 
the S3rd, nnd. in stepping off the 
train, was told by the night marshal 
that I was under “arrest. U asked 
what the charge was. He said: ‘You 
will find nut.’ I was taken to the 
sheriff’s office nnd told to remain 
there. After a while I requested the 
sheriff to show cause for mv deten¬ 
tion. He told me to wait a few min¬ 
utes, and when the minutes were up 
told me I could go. At my home 
in the evening later I was waited on 
bv a committee of five. They stated 


that but for their interference a mob 
would have had me before this time, 
and advised me not to stav. but if I 
would leave on the morning train I 
could stay over night. I took tlieir 
advice. 

“Whnt are tilings coming to in 
this.«tate? 1 have lived in Telhiride 
over thirteen years, and there isn’t 
a person that can point out that I 
ever disobeyed anv law. All I have 
on this earth is there—mv home, 
mv wife, child and business. They 
sav 1 have been doing business with 
the uniou. It is true, hut is that a 
crime ? 

“The Citizens’ Alliance have boy¬ 
cotted our store, ami now they ask 
that we discontinue to sell to people 
that will patronize us. As for the 
Miners’ Union, let me say that that 
body of men lias shown tile most ex¬ 
emplary conduct during the strike. 
Goaded to desperation through ty¬ 
rannical oppression, they have not 
resisted and have never interfered 
with non-union men. The lessons 
the union has received from this 
strike must be demoralizing to them. 
It shows that when they are using 
force in a strike they win. When 
they are law-abiding and the other 
shin is using force, thev get tin- 
worst of it. But the only solution 
of it is peaceable means. Workers, 
do vour duty next election.

Tho increase of the Socialist vote 
in the city of Milwaukee and all 
through Wisconsin 1ms started many 
inquiries as to the cause thereof, 
and in a recent issue of the Outlook 
is found an outline of the platform 
of the Milwaukee Socialist*.

They 
arc striving for reforms in munici¬ 
pal government substantially iden¬ 
tical with the objects sought and 
attained iu the British provincial 
cities, where municipal ownership 
has met. with great success. 

The Minneapolis Tribune, dis¬ 
cussing die matter, says: “Besides 
.some obvious reforms, like regula¬ 
tion of street car and gas service, 
employment of organized labor, 
municipal court reform and aboli¬ 
tion of the contract system, nearly 
all the objects sought by the Mil¬ 
waukee Socialists involve raising 
money by taxation to spend unpro- 
dactively. In fine, the platform of 
the Milwaukee Socialists is a plat¬ 
form of municipal bankruptcy.”

MORAL SUASION if t ie rich can only be appealed to 

- rail iipr in the right way they can lie. relied 

__ on to become “good” forthwith, con- 
■ tenting themselves with a mere liv¬ 
ing, giving up all desire to employ child labor, to import cheap labor, 
nnd to work their employes long hours at pay that docs not permit 
fthem to live as good citizens should. The only trouble is that thus far 
die successful form of such an appeal has not been discovered. But it 
will be, they imagine, and then, presto! the capitalist lion and the 
working class lamb will lie down together, and the lion will not have 
the slightest inclination to even think of how lamb chops taste. The 
employer will be “good,” the trusts wiH be “good,” and the commercial 
predatory spirit will disappear. 

Such people seem to imagine, if they imagine anything on the 
social question very clearly, that the capitalist is simply animated by 
what Brick Pomeroy used to term “pure cussedness,” and that it is to 
that spirit that we jnust look for an explanation of the existence of 
economic layers in our present society and that there will be a millennial 
dawn the moment that spirit can be exorcised. And vet the capitalists 
ere personally very kindly men as human nature goes, sympathetic to¬ 
ward variops efforts ai human improvement, and moved to pain at the 
sight of human suffering. 

It was only a year ago that a well known and leading educator of 
this country soberly made the suggestion that the trust problem could 
be solved if the good people of the country would ostracize all trust 
magnates and refuse to invite them to dinner thereafter. Evidently 
the dinner invitations did not fail the magnates, for they have groan 
lustier month by month ever since. 

We Socialists do not deceive ourselves with any such foolish ideas 
about abolishing capitalism and its abuses bv appeals to the capitalists. 
iWe see that the capitalist is what the requirements of the capitalist 
(system makes him. He doesn’t operate as he does from the pure love of 
oppressing.someone, for the mere satisfaction of contributing to the 
despoiling of the working class. He is in the economic struggle, and 
success in that struggle morns a full life, a wholesome living, culture, 
advantages for Iris children, a summer rest at the seaside or at some 
inland lake resort, the opportunity for travel in Europe, and all' the 
other comforts and leisure moments that make life livable and more 
nearly normal. t This is an all-powerful motive. Self-preservation is the 
first law. He makes his fight single-handed if he can. in a trust if the 
commercial necessities dictate it. And the trust will carry out on a 
larger scale and with increased opportunities the “morals" of com¬ 
mercial life that have obtained in the smaller business circles. 

If it is charged that the trusts rely largely on fraudulent methods, 
the objector inoy he well reminded of‘the fact that corporations and 
smaller business concerns nnd individuals are themselves not clear of 
the suspicion of fraud in their business dealings, particularly with the 
working class. And tax-dodging is thievery every bit ns reprehensible 
as the rascalities of high finance and trust corruption of officials—it 
is all a question of degree. Pick up your daily paper and note the 
snares and pitfall? set for the innocent public by men who pass mus¬ 
ter as part of the “Respectability!” Note the stock swindles, the medi¬ 
cal swindles, the mine swindles, the adulterated food swindles, the 
shoddy goods swindles, the promoter swindles, legal swindles, etc., etc. 
And who believes for a minute that it is only the” big corporations that 
bribe aldermen and legislators nnd maintain corrupting lobbies? 

All of this is evidence of how strong the motive to get ahead is, 
the desperate nature of the scramble for the power that makes a decent 
living obtainable. For such a living men will throw their scruples to 
the wind and will commercially devour anybody that comes in their
